WP will not find fault with, nor con- 


demn our common council for tho wise 
course pursued in managing our city fi- 
nance, avoiding ortravagrant expendi- 
tures and lessening the burdens of .taxa- 
tion. But there ore times when such a 
course or policy may bo considered very 
unwise, and liable at any moment to 
plunge the city into an inexcusable in. 
debtedness. Wo allude now to tho rot- 
ten aud unsafe condition of Milwaukee 
street bridge. This bridge is located in 
tho business center of tho city, whore 
pretty much all the travel and teaming 
that crosses tho river, is carried on. Tho 
city authorities wore notiGod ot the un- 
safe condition oC tho bridge over a year 
ago, and on tho Fourth of July last year, 
tho street commissioner (Mr. J. A. 
Blount) blockaded a portion of, tho east 
end, preventing pedestrian from cross- 
ing on the sidewalk on fho lower side oj 
that end, Agniu in September following 
Street Commissioner Brown considered it 
unsafe for tho Bnrnutu show to cross, anrt 
tho routo was changed to the bwer 
bridge. On lost fourth of July extra 
precautions wore token to prevent acci- 
dents ou the bridge, by placing 11 special 
policeman there to keep u crowd from 
collecting. Yesterday the Soils 
wero 


warned that it wan uot.safo for tho pass- 
age of their teams and elephants, and 
they also took the lower bridge. Now, 
this may bo all right for our authorities 
*o uso all precautionary means to pre- 
vent the loss of an elephant or a den of 
Hooky Mountain goats by falling into 
ho river from this bridge, but wo beliflve 
that tho same and 'nioro precaution 
should bo taken to protect tho lives ot 
our own people. No steps wore takuu 
on last fourth ot July to prevent tho car 
of the G. A. B., loaded with precious lit- 
tle lives, from passing and ropassiug the 
rottou structure.

heavier than any vehi.'l1? connected with 
tho circus, and its load of human freight 
was far more dear to the people ol Junes- 
viilo than tha lives of all the animals and 
roustabouts connected with all tho shows 
that have visited this city. The heavy 
ice wagons of Uateloy & King are us 
heavy as any of tho circus wagons, • yet 
'they puss and repats daily, and almost 
every hour. Tho Cro apparatus, to go 
thundering over the rotten structure 
is moro liable than all others, to bo 
wrecked, and y»t tho authorities have not 
ordered that .the bridge is uneafo for 
them!- Tho facts are the bridge ought to 
be condomned. Last yoar the authori- 
ties thought it would be economy to 
patch it up aud make it last another 
year, when they would build a now One. 
Tho council are of tho same opinion now, 
and have instructed the committee to 
repair it in order to save tho expense ot 
a newono one yoar moro. Recently tha 
bridge was examined, and reported by 
competent judges to bo rotten and un, 
safe, in fact tho bridge is condemned, 
nothing being considered worth saving 
except tho piling, and some questioned 
the policy of doing anything with tho,.
